Meeting Minutes

Current Job Openings 

The Committee reviewed current job openings and discussed the appointment of an Assistant Pianning Director. 

Current Bid Projects 

The Committee reviewed two ietters drafted by Purchasing Officer Domenic Lanziiiotti to the contractors of the Spy Pond Stormwater 
improvements and the Construction of Curbs and Waikways. The ietters reiterate that payroiis must show the ievei of femaie and 
minority participation and that a faiiure to compiy with Town Byiaw may resuit in withhoiding of finai payment. 


Schooi Diversity Task Group 

Barbara Boitz reported that the group met with Schooi Superintendent Nate Levenson. He gave the group a memo with 10 buiiet 
points on what wiii be different with regard to hiring. The buiiets inciude a commitment from the Superintendent in his efforts to hire 
minority candidates, aii who meet the minimum requirements wiii be given an interview, the hiring process wiii be bandied by an 
administrator (not a secretary) and the Superintendent wiii be kept in the ioop. The SDTG recommended that there be some in 
person contact from Ariington to some of the biack coiieges. 


Barbara Boitz further reported that iast evening the Superintendent gave his report on minority hiring to the Schooi Committee. His 
10 buiiet points had expanded to 14 as he incorporated the suggestions of the SDTG. He gave a breakdown of where minority hires 
are within the system. Barbara Boitz provided a copy of a resoiution for minority hiring submitted to the Schooi Committee which wiii 
appear on their March 14**' agenda for discussion. Barbara Boitz reported that she feeis very encouraged that the Schooi Committee 
appears very engaged.

They were asked to bring their finai changes to the next 
meeting. Tricia O’Donoghue offered to have the master document done.
